The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the 
date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Hultgren. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Herrmann. The brazing of the corrugated sheet 
edges with side wall 8 and opposite sides with side wail 7 are 
read as a "sealing layer" and "sealing strips", respectively. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitations "the two opposite sides" in 
8, "the lengthwise extension" in line 11, "the folded condition" 
in line 12, "the ends" in line 13, "the longitudinal side edges" 
in lines 13-14 and "the dimensions" in line 18. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 
Furthermore, the claim recites "an oblique angle" in line 11, 
while claims 3 and 4 recite "the angle . . . less than 45 degrees" 
in lines 2-4, which is acute, Correction is necessary. 
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Claims 3 and 4 recite the limitations "the resistance" in 
line 4, "the intended direction" in lines 5-6 and "the mid- 
section" in line 7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
these limitations in the claim.
